One hundred and two 
bodies have been found at Cassamaciale 
tjp to the present time, and many oth- 
ers are under the ruins of buildings, 
in liie village of Lacco, thirteen houses 
were destroyed and five persona killed. 
It is slated 300 houses have fallen at 
Oassamaciate. The Government is 
sending relief. No corpses have been 
recovered. Sixty seven wounded were 
Mfiiit to hospitals. Fissu.es in thostreets 
were fifty ceiitimtres wide. jMaiiy 
jieople fled tho town and encamped in 
lield.s. 

LoKuoK, Feb. 6. — "Carlyle's Keuiin 
iscences" were published yesterday. 
Over four thousand were taken in ad- 
vance. They contain many more auto- 
biographical details than were exiiect- 
ed. There are several characteristic 
allusions to early contemporaries. 
Brief sketches of many persons are giv- 
en, including Leigh Hunt, Parr., De 
Quincy, Chalmers, Murray, Disraeli, 
Hazlitt, and a dozen of what Carlyle 
calls "thin celebrities." He nicknames 
Beaconslield "Demosthene.s Disraeli." 
Froude, before publishing the book, 
sailed for Madeira in ill health.

— A series of most 
terrible shipping disasters occurred on 
the Aberdeenshire coast last Saturday 
morning when no less ti)an nine vessels 
were wrecked and 100 lives lost. One 
vessel was the Liverpool ship Ben 
Pvliydding from Calcutta. All the crew, 
thirtv in number, perished within sight 
of land, the rocket apparatus being un- 
able to reach the ve^ssel. The scene af- 
ter the Rhydding struck was heart- 
rending. Somn of the crow were seen 
clinging to therigging while others wero 
hanging from it. When the masts gave 
way 12 men went down with mainmast 
and four with the foremast. No such 
storm is remembered within the century 
as that which raged in Scotland from 
Thursday to Saturday.

Thus tho 
scientific frontier, which cost so much 
to gain, will in a fow days, so far as 
Northern Afghanistan is concerned, be 
a tiling of the past. It is all but the 
universal opinion of tire Indian public 
and the Press that the -Government 
will beforo long havo bitter cause to 
rogrot its hasty retreat.

They eulogize at the 
same time his courage and the military 
capacity of the Boers. The i\Iinisters 
censure still more gravely Colley's 
])olitical proceedings. It is known, 
though not publicly stated, that Colley 
delayed negotiations with the Boers, 
hoping to retrieve his two former dis- 
asters before being compelled to acconl 
either an armistice or ])eacc. The 
ministers say that the Boers probably 
first learned of the intentions of the 
g)voriiment towards them from an ex- 
amination of tho papers found in 
(-olley's pockets after his d-ath.

As the Emperor was returning from a 
parade in Michel menego about two 
o'clock Sunday afternoon a bomb was 
thrown which exploded under his chaise, 
which was considerably damaged.' Tl)« 
Czar alighted unhurt, but a second 
bomb exploded at his feet, shattering 
both legs below the knee, indicting 
other terrible injuries. The Czar was 
at once conveyed, in an unconscious 
state, to the winter palace, where he 
died at 4.30 p. ni. Two persons were 
concerned in the crime, one of whom 
was seized at once. The explosion also 
killed an officer and two Cossacks. Ono 
policemen and another wero injured.

Tho Empororia dead. [Signed.] 
W. Foster. 

St. Petersdurq, March 13. — To J. 
G, Blaine, Secretary of State at Wash- 
ington : — The Emperor of Russia v.'aa 
assassinated this afternoon. 

[Signed.] White, Minister. 

Upon receipt of the second dispatch 
from Forster, stating that the Etaperor 
was dead. Secretary Blaine cabled the 
following to Foster: 

American Minister at St. Peters- 
CURO: — "Express to the minister on 
for"i"ii afTnirs th" f-nntinieiit nf sorrow 
with which the president and people 
of the United States have heard of tho 
terrible crime of which the emperor has 
been tho victim, and their profound 
sympathy with the Imperial family and 
the Russian people in their great af- 
fliction," [Signed.] 

Blaine, Secretary. 

St. PF.TERsnuRG, March 13. — An of- 
ficial messenger makes tho following 
announcment: "God's will has been 
done. At 3.25 o'clock this afternoon 
(Sunday) the Almighty called the em- 
peror to himself." 

A few minutes before his death tho 
emperor received the sacramf'nt. 

London, March 13. — A St. Peters- 
burgh correspondent says the Imperial 
carriage was attacked on the Ekal Rin- 
ofsky canal, opposite tho Imperial 
stables, while the emperor was return- 
ing with the Grand Duke Michael from 
Michael palace in a closed carriage sup- 
ported by eight Cossacks. The first 
bomb fell near the carriage, destroying 
the back part of it. The Czar and his 
brother alighted uninjured. Tho as 
assin on being seized by a colonel of po- 
lice drew a revolver, but was prevented 
from firing it. A second bomb was 
then thrown by another person and it 
fell close to the Czar's feet. Its ex 
plosion shattered both legs. The Czar 
foil crying for help. Col. Dorjibki, 
though himself much injured, raised the 
emperor,who was conveyed to the Win- 
ter pakce in Colonel Dorjibki's sleigh. 
A large crowd assembled before the 
palace, but were kept back by troops 
of Cassocks. The Imperial family were 
all assembled at tho death bod. A 
council of state was immediately con- 
vened. All places of public resort are 
closed.

THE GREAT WALKING MATCH. 

OALZFOBNIi^ VS. 00L7M3IA, 
A Yiotoxy Scored for tlie Faolflo 

Pavilion Rink was densely crowded las 
evuiiitigby persona an.xious to witnos.i tli» 
heul and too \valkin<,' match betweun Cal- 
lahan, the champion of America, and Prid- 
moro, the champion of British Cokiuibia. 
Both men appeared in good condition and 
cdiifiJent, but not boastful. Pridniorc's 
colors were rod, white and blue; Calla- 
han'B white and blue. When atripped to 
their tights the tall, lithe figure of Calla- 
lian and the stouter, shorter and nidrd 
compact form of Pridmoro were equally 
admired. Bets were freely oli'ored with 
the odds largely in favor of Pi idiiinrc. 
Uullahan won the inside position and when 
the starter gave the word "go" the two 
sturted off, Pridmoro leading by about 
four feet. The walking was forced and 
rapid from the start. Pridmoro's stride 
is shorter than Callahan's, wliose long, 
swiiiginggaitcovored a gocjd deal of ground 
and raised hopes in the brcast.s of liia 
backers that were doomed to disappuiiit- 
inont. Twenty-three times round the rink 
is tt mile, and a-s the distance to bo walk- 
ed was ten miles, the walkers were re- 
i|iiired to make 230 laps to com[ilete the 
task. The first inilo w;t3 made in ',) min- 
utes. In 2Gi minutes 3 mile.s had heon 
gone over. It was discovered, before 
the close of the second mile, tliat 
Callahan perspired freely and iliat 
before the close of the third mile his un- 
dershirt was wet through and through and 
clung like a wet rai^' to his back. Prid- 
moro showed nu sign.s of per.=ii)iration 
unti' the fifth luilo, and then unly slight- 
ly. Five miles wore dmu; in ■J'i niiunte.s, 
and when 10 laps towards tlie sixtli mile 
had been accompliKlioil Pridnioro gave 
one of tho.so magnetic spurts for which 
he is noted and .seemed to walk 
right away from liis opponent, who 
maintained his long, swinging stride and 
wasaoon left far behind. At thesixth mile 
Pridmore closed the gAp amid the ringing 
cheers of his friends and ever after kept 
close upon Callahan's heels, like a Neme- 
sis. Neither g.iined nor lo.st a font after 
this. The race was practically 
over. The si.xtli mile was made in 
5-1 minutes; the 8th in 1 hour 3^ minutes: 
the 9th mile in l.lGi; and the race in 1 
hour and 24| minute's. Callahan seemed 
somewhat distressed and Pridmoro, who 
took the stakes and two-thirds of the 
door-money, was as fresh as a daisy. The 
match was conducted throughout with 
great fairness and good nature. Tho fast- 
est heel and toe walking on record was by 
Perkins who made 10 miles in 1 hour and 
15 seconds; and walked a single mile in C 
minutes and 23 seconds.

CITY OFFICIAL MAP. 

The Committee on Private Bills report- 
ed that Messrs. Pembcrton and Poarso 
had misunderstood tho ii.ature and eflect 
of a I esolution jiassed last session, and 
h,".d altered tlie olii^'ial map without re- 
fereuco to the Act. Tho m.ap, as regis- 
tered at the Land Office, had no legal 
force and efibct. 

PRIVIi:.lEQE. 

Mr. Smithe quoted from the Stamlanl 
report of Saturday, in which ho was stat- 
ed to have said that : 

"It would bo just as advantageous to 
have Chinese in tho country as wliite 
men : that they eat just as much and wore 
a like number of clothes aa their wliite 
l)rethren." 

He (Mr. Smithe) boggotl to state that 
the report was incorrect — untrue. Dur- 
ing tho present session tho Slmidanl's re- 
ports had been much moro correctly 
given than ever before, and he thought 
ho recognized in this report a Iiand other 
than that of tho regular rej •rtor. Ho was 
sorry that Friday's report had been dis- 
torted for political purposes. Nothing 
was further from his thoughts and he did 
not say anything of the kind. Ho hoped 
the paper would give cmreiicy to his de- 
nial. (.Mr. Heaven- -Hear, hear.) Already 
ho .iaitl, a eorre.i[iondent of the govern- 
ment organ had said if he (Mr. Siiiitho) 
had uttered sucli sontiuionts ho ought to 
hidu lii.s head. •' So I ought," continued 
Mr. Smithe, "If I had said it, but I 
did not. I never gave utterance to such 
statements." (Hoar, hoar, from all parts 
of tho House. 

Mr. Helge.ion also roso to a (piestion of 
privilege with respect to a misstatement 
in the iS'<a»i(/ar(i of Saturday, which hail 
reported him as saying tho very reverse 
of what ho did say. 

Mr. Fergu.< .n" iwid that Saturday'.s 
StaniUu'd reporteil him as .saying that ho 
favored Chinese labnr. He had never 
said an3'thing of the kind. Ho w.is not in 
favor of Chinese labor, and was again.st 
the amendment because it interfered with 
private rights. His reason for thinking 
so was that when two private bills wore 
before tho House last session ho was told 
by tho attorney-goneral that if a clause 
was inserted to restrict tho employment 
of Chinose in tho claims it would bo il- 
legal and tho bill would not stand. (Sen- 
sation.) 

Hun. Mr. Walkem said that what had 
occurred between him and tho hon. mem- 
ber referred to private rights on tho river 
and not to the employment of Chinese. 

QCKS.NKLLl! KIVKR PnlVlLKOKH HILL. 

House went into committee on this 
Bill, Mr. Piinbury in the chair. 

Mr. Helgcacn's amendment declaring it 
to be unlawful for tho association to sell or 
dispose of any of tho grant to Chinese or 
to emidoy any Chinamen, was lost — 9 to 
13. 

To Clau.se 13, providing that a j-early ' 
rental of .^i!350 shall bo paid by the com- 
pany, Mr. William's moved that the rental 
bo fixed at .51000 per annum. 

Mr. Helgesen moved that tho amount 
be .SVoOO. 

Mr. Vernon said some of the House as- 
sumed that tho bed of tho river was paved 
with gold. Tlioro was no certainty in tho 
onterpriso at all. i 

Mr. Williams pronhecied that ^'ictlu■ia 
would sonn bo the landing place of Chi- 
nese as no more than 16 Ciin land from 
any one ship at an American port. The 
Chinese would inako all tno mimey init nf 
this enterprise and every other. 

Mr. (.iallagher, Mr. Walkem and Mr. 
(Jalbraiih supported rental. 

Mr. Wilson said a clause was inserted 
whereby every minor working for the com- 
pany would require to take out a miner's 
license which would increase tho rovenue. 

Mr. Vernon said tho Lane it Kurtz Co. 
H])ent hundreds of thousand of dollars 
and made nothing. In fact, no enteriiri.se 
of this nature had over succeeded. 

Mr. Helgcson denounced the bill iis 
giving away till' i-iglit of tho public, ilo 
referred til .Mr. (ialbr.aith as shaking a 
delicate hand in .suppnrt of this iniquity. 

Mr. (Jalbraith was not ashamed of iiis 
delicate hand and he would always shake 
it in oitpoaition to an injustice. There 
were obstructionists in this House who 
ought to be ashamed of themselves. 

Mr. Williams never heard of so favora- 
ble lease. §350 was ridiculous. | It ought 
to be least 81000. 

The amendment was lost. 
Mr. Urunnuond moved tho amount bo 
struck out ontirel}'. Give them tho loaso 
for nothing. 

The clause was passed. 
Clause 1-1 requiring Iho company to 
give .$5000 .security for any damage that 
miglit result to bridges fnmi tho works. 

Mr. \S illiams moved that tho bridges 
be valued and security given to the 
amount of the appraised value. 

Mr. Helgesen thought that tho govern- 
ment should ascertain what amount of 
water would be dammed back. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem re[)lied that the 
question was ono to bb inquired into by 
tho Private Bills Committee. 

Mr. Ferguson wished to remark that 
the company could nut shut the dam till 
the snow was off tho mountains— some 
lime in the month of May. Perhaps a 
elaiiso defining the time when the dam 
shall be closed would meet the case. 

Mr. Williams inoved that tiie commit- 
te3 do now rise. 

Jlr. Bennett was inclined to think hon. 
gentlemen were disposed to exaggerate 
tho effect of tho water breaking away. 

Mr. Drumnnuid roso amid louil erics of 
"order, order," to insist on the ([Uesti'iu 
being put. 

Cries of "order" from evm-y part of 
tho House. Much confusion, dining 
which both hon. gentlemen kept tho floor. 
Motion to rise put and lost. 
Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho deposit 
mentioned in the clauae was amply sufli- 
cient to provide for bridges. Tho specifi- 
cations should bo submitted to tho de- 
partment of Lands and Works. Ho be- 
lieved the promoters would not object to 
that suggestion. "Whoro Bari-y's bridge 
v.-as located the banks were steep and tho 
stream 300 feet aeru.s.s. Thi.s would allow 
a largo bodj- of water to pass through. 

Mr. Clallagher thought that the asso- 
ciation should be made responsible tor all 
tho damage done by the water. 

Mr. Helgesen aaaerted that the bridgo 
in question cost §12,000, and if any acci- 
dent happened to it §20,000 would be 
demanded of tho govornmont for it. 

Mr. Smithe considered that tlio opposi- 
tion given by certain hon. members was a 
factiinis ono. Tho Committee wore of 
opinion that §5000 security was amply 
HulHcient. 

Mr. Williams thought tlio suggestion of 
the attorney-general a very good one. He 
was opposed to the clause as it stood. 

Clause passod and committee rose, to 
sit again on Wednesday. 

The remainder of the report is laid over 
until tcmoyrow.

; HU A COWICUAN LETTF.It. 

In tho Commons on the 28th Feb. Mr. 
DoCosinos moved for tho report made by 
J. W. Trutch respecting tho land of Mr. 
A. Munro situated within the Indian re- 
serve at Cowichan, Vancouver Island. It 
appeared that Governor Douglas sold tho 
land in question to Mr. Munro, but tho 
Indians, tlespito the ovi ncr.ship, held that 
Sir James Douglas gave them the land 
of which iVIr. Jlunro claims the owner- 
ship. Several fiidians have built houses 
on and cultivated and fenced portions t>i 
tho property, and Mr. Munro complains 
tliat whilo practically deprived of tlio 
ownership he has been assessed and 
obliged to pay yearly taxes and other out- 
goings. His oxpondituro has amounted 
to .?2,790. Tho only just course, ho 
thought, was for the sudorintendent-geii- 
cral to purchase tho 200 acres of land in 
iiuostioii and pay interest for tho tiino 
elapsed. 

Sir John Macdonald said he supposed 
that his hon. friend and colleague wouhl 
be satisfietl with making tlio explanations 
he had for tho information of tho House. 
Tho report, if there was one, was of the 
confidential i a'uro, and could not be 
brought down. The main object of the 
government in engaging tho services 
of a person like Air. Trutch was 
in order to get confidential ro- 
pcu'ts on all the variou.s subjects connect- 
ed with Dominion interests in British 
Columbi.a, and it would destroy the use- 
fulness of Mr. Trulch if his ctinlidontial 
reports woro laid bef'Ui' tlu^ House. All 
report.s uf the h ^ad of t!ie Indian Depart- 
ment as chief cKecutive ollicer of tho 
department would, of course, be brought 
down. The facl.s were those : Somo 
twuiity-ono year.s a:;.i Sir James Douglas, 
then govern(jr, sold L'OO acres of land to 
Mr. jiunro. Everybody who knew Sir 
James Douglas and tho country at tho 
time would bo convinced that ho was tho- 
roughly conversant with the rights of tho 
Indians on tho island. Sir Jaiiios Doug- 
las mu.-it have been satisfied that tlii.s lot 
belongeil to tho province of Briti.sli t'ol- 
umbia, and as the representative of the 
sovereign ho had a right to soil it. There 
was no pretence that at tho time the In- 
dians occupied or were settled on this 
land, which Mr. Monro bought and paid 
for, but of which ho did not enter into 
possession, though perhaps ho bought it 
for another person. While unoccu[)ied 
tho Indiana encroached on it, and Mr. 
Munro now claimed th.it tho govornmont 
should expel the Indians or pay him what 
he paid for it twenty-one years ago, with 
'Jl ve.irs' interest, besidosall hiatravoUing 
expenses, \,c. , which made a considerable 
sum. Coninussioiier.s wei o apjiointed and 
they reported that tho Indians had no 
case, and that Mr. IMunro should bo left 
to obtain liis remedy in the courts. His 
(Sir Jolin Macdoiiald's) predecessor up- 
held this report. If tho Government of 
British Columbia sold Mr. Munro land 
which belonged to the Indians it was 
their duty to reimburse Mr. Munro, and 
if tho title was good it could bo asserted 
in the usual way. But it was represent- 
ed that bloodshed miglit follow the tak- 
ing of leg.il proceedings and e.t^jcUing tho 
Indians. Ho (Sir John Macdonald) had 
discussed this matter with Mr. Walkem, 
whom ho had instructed to ascertain 
whether the Indians had any original 
claim to the lanil. If so, it was for tho 
province of British Columbia to reimburse 
Mr. Munro. But if, on tho otlier hand, 
taking po.'jse.ssion would incur danger of a 
collision with the Indians, and if the lat- 
ter really required it for tho purposes of 
a reservation, and it appeared that thoy 
were using a portion of tho property as a 
graveyard — and they paid great respect 
to tho restiiig-iilaeea of their ancestors — 
ho would not havehesilated to come down 
to the House and ask for a grant to pay 
Mr. Munr<j a reasonable [jrico, supposing 
that this were in the public interest. Tho 
gentlemen who were to confer on tho 
matter were not met, .and ho fancied that 
really the province of liritish Columbia 
liad no intention ur desire to assumo the 
rospcuisibility of sustaining tho title or com- 
[jensating Mr. Munro, who made an en- 
orniou.s claim, which in fact defeated his 
own object. -A 11 tlio (lovernment could 
(loin any event wnuld be to have the laml 
valued at its present price; they could 
not go back for 21 ye.ars and pay interest 
f(jr 21 yoar.9 at 8 per cent. 

Mr. DeCosmos — You will gain by pay- 
ing 8 per cent. 

Sir JoIin Macdon.ald — I am not sure 
that it is worth Si 5 an acre, and I 
feel convinced that my hon friend would 
not invest bis surplus rovonnes in land in 
Cowichan at 815 an aero. My predecessor 
approvetl of the commissioner's report, 
and I adhere to the same decision. 

Mr. Buns/or w.aa of fipinion th.at tho 
land in disp\ite was woi'th at least SIO an 
acre. 

Mr. DcC'o.amos hold that tho statement 
that Mr. Trutch's comniunication was 
confidential w;is equivalent to an assertion 
that Mr. Trutch was out in British Co- 
lumbia as n spy. He protested against 
tho refusal to bring down tho papers, and 
would coiitiinie to protest until the spies 
wei'e driven out of the province. 

Sir John Macdonald was sorry such 
language had been used by the hon. gen- 
tleman regarding Mr. Trutch, who was a 
gi'iitleman in every sense of the word, 
and w hoso reports would be useless if 
they wore to bo made known to tho pub- 
lic. 

Tho motion was withdrawn. 

I.V RE TRCTCIl. 

IMr. DoCosmos moved for a copy of all 
reports tnado by iMr. J. W^ Trutch re- 
specting a railway between Esquimalt 
and Naii.iiino, and between Emory and 
Burrard lidet, and for thecorrospondenco 
between tho Uuvernment and Mr. J. W. 
Trutch since January, 18S0, rcsiiecling 
Indian afl'airs in the Province of British 
Cslumbia. He criticised adversely the 
appointments made, as he affirmed, 
through the represontations of Mr. 
Trutch, and remarked that ho could not 
see any reason why tho papers in ques- 
tion should not bo brought down. 

Sir John Macdonald — 1 am not going 
to discuss whether tho appointment of 
iMr. 'I'futcli was a proper one or not. It 
was apiirovod of by Parliament, and I 
think that this policy will bo maintained. 
As for those personal attacks against Mr. 
Trutch, who is a man of high standiu 



j Mr. DeOosmoa then moved for copies 
I of re|iorts, telegr.aiiis, itc, between Mr. 
' J. W. 'I'rutchand the governmo'it respect- 
ing railway laws in" British Columbia. 
Last session Mr. Trutch claimed on be- 
half of the Dominon |Govornmont arable 
lands which did not belong to the railway 
belt. He contended that according to tho 
terms of the unicn the govommeBt could 
only claims lands contiguous to tho rail- 
way, and had no right to demand that 
unfertile tracts should bo inado up from 
good land.s to be selecteil elsewheru in the 
])rovince. He e.xnlained that when Mr. 
Trutch came to Ottawa in 1870 to nego- 
tiate tho terms of uniou ho brought with 
him a map showing the highly mountain- 
ous nature of tho province and conse- 
quently tho govornmont could not plead 
ignorance of tho fact. 

Sir John Macdonald— Whether the hon. 
gentleman holds the govornmont respon- 
sible or not is a matter of no consequence, 
Tho government is responsible for tho 
claim and not Mr. Trutch. Whatever 
claims Mr. Trutch advances aro made by 
.special instructions from the government. 
What tiie gover.imetit wants is that Brit- 
ish Columbia shall fairly carry out tho en- 
gagements entered into at tho tiuio of tho 
union between British Columbia and Can- 
ada. These papers will bo brought down 
with tho exception of those which aro 
conltdontial. 

Tho motion was carried.

— Following aro addi- 
tional details as to the earthquake .» 
Cascamaccia, Island of Ischia: Tho first 
shock occurred at 1:30 o'clock Friday 
afternoon, and the second an hour later. 
Tho whole upper ii;irt of the town was 
destroyed, and two thermal establish- 
ments aro seriously damaged. Details 
confirm tho damage to property, loss of 
lifo and injury to tho people, as i)rovious- 
ly mentioned. Tho Syndic and Sub- 
Profcct aro directing operations for tho 
recovery of tho bodies of the victims. 
Tho lloyal atoamors Naquhas, Pagona 
and Espioratore arrived from Naples with 
soldiers and phyaiciana. The soldiers 
rescued many from thu ruins. The popu- 
lation fled to tho surrounding country 
and along the sea coast. Tho govern- 
inoiit are sending food from Faplet. The 
King and tho ministoro of tho interior 
sent contributions for the relief of the 
aull'erers. The second and fatal shock 
lasted seven seconds, ami was accom- 
panied by a noise like aubtorranoan 
thunder. Then camo .a crash of falling 
houses, accoiniianied by tho shrieks of 
tho victims. The probable loss of life 
will roach 200. The damage to houses 
and property will amount to about 100,- 
000 francs. " 

ANOTHER Accoujrr. 
New Y'or.K, March 7. — --V London dis- 
patch gives additional details of tho des- 
truction of Casamacciolu. Tho shock oc- 
curred Friday afternuon and lasted seven 
seconds. It was accompanied by a noise 
like subterranean thunder, and thou camo 
a crash of falling houses, mingling willi 
tho shrieks of the victims. When it was 
over, mothers wero found with infants 
Htill clinging to their breasts.
